ALEXANDER PROPOSES 
TO BID FOR A CLIENT 


. Proposition Is Submitted by 
J. A. J. Henderson— Lease 
Should Be for Forty-Seven 
Years, Says Alexander. 


The joint committee on the Western 
and Atlantic railway gave a hearing 
and favorable recommendation Wed- 
nesday afternoon to the bill by Senator 
Paulk to give the commission the 
power to accept proposals for the ex- 
tension of the road to the sea and erect 
a terminus. Senator Moon alone voted 
’ against the bill. 

A proposition was submitted by J. A. 
J. Henderson to construct a line from 
Atlanta connecting with the Western 
and Atlantic then sell it to the state 
and take bonds of the state in pay- 
ment, také a lease on all the road and 
Pay a rental that will pay interest on 
¢he bonds and contribute to a sinking 
fund. All the debt will be paid by the 
time the lease expires and a larger 
amount will be paid over to the state 
than is now done. 

Valuable Landing Place. 

The land at the ocean between Peter 
creek and Cumberland sound is owned 
by the state and this with lands to the 
west will, it is claimed, make the most 
valuable landing place in the country 
for ocean trade, and if the bill now in 
congress to create a government mer- 
chant marine is passed the state of 
Georgia will receive the benefit. 

Hooper Alexander, United States dis- 
trict attorney, said he had a client 
who would bid for the job and that 
there would be others, so the road 
would be put in a place where it 
wonld not be in the power of one ten- 
ant, and if there were not a satisfac- 
. tory lease bid, it would be in as good 

‘a position as now. The extension, he 
said, could be accomplished by the 
time the present lease runs out. 

Mr. Alexander said that the best 
length of lease would be forty-seven 
years, for in that time the lease of the 
Cincinnati and Southern. expires and 
a ¢t line “from Cincinnati to the 
ocean might be built...

SOLDIERS IN THE FIELD 
MAY VOTE FOR PRESIDENT 


Washington, July 26.—Increased pay 
for officers and men of the regular 
army and national guard in active serv- 
ice for the Mexican emergency, im- 
proved cafmp conditions to safeguard 
their health and authorization for them 
to vote in the field at the coming pres- 
idential election were provided in 
amendments to the army appropria- 
tion bill agreed to today by the sen- 


ate. 

By a vote of 44 to 13 the senate also 
suspended the rules to adopt an amend- 
ment changing the age minimum for 
enlistment in the regular army from 
18 to 21 years without the consent 
of parent or guardian. Under the pro- 
vision boys under 21 now serving in 
the army .would not be retained in 
the service unless they filed within 
30 days the written consent of their 
parents or: guardians. 

Senator Reed, of Missouri, offered 
the amendment which would make “the 
existing provision for increased pay to 
the army when in service on foreign 
soil apply also to service on the Mexi- 
can border. Under it officers wtll re- 
ceive a ten per cent and enlisted men 
20 per cent increase in pay. In adopt- 
ing it the senate also increased the 
house appropriation for pay from 
$1,050,000 to $14,178,204. 

The amendment giving soldiers in 
the Mexican service authority to vote 
in the field at the national election 
passed without opposition. As a safe- 
guard to the health of soldiers an 
amendment was adopted appropriating 
$269,000 for construction of wooden 
floors and screens in troop tents along 
the border. 

A house appropriation of $5,006,000 
for small arms was approved despite 
@ proposal by the military committee 
to cut it to $2,500,000 and the senate 
again voted to retain the house pro- 
vision prohibiting installation of scien- 
tific speeding up systems in govern- 
ment works. An amendment to strike 
out the latter provision was defeated 
yesterday, but was reintroduced by 
Senator Gallinger. 

The bill is expected to pass tomor- 
row.

“SNUBS” DRIVE OFFICER 
TO ATTEMPT AT SUICIDE 


Kennel ee Evidence io 
Roman Catholic Clergymen 
Caused the “Snubs.”’ 


New York. July 26.—‘‘Snubs” to 
which he and his family had been sub- 
jected because of his testimony against 
Roman Catholic clergymen, rather 
than fear of the result of a second test 
of his efficiency as a telephone eaves- 
dropper, was the reason given in an 
ante-mortem statement tonight by De- 
tective John Kennel, chief of the police 
wire tapping squad,” for his attempt 
at suicide today by shodting himself. 
His physicians say there is little hope 
for his recovery. 

Kennel had “listened in” on the tel- 
ephone wires of Monsignor John J. 
Dunn, chancellor of the Roman Cath- 
olic diocese of New York, and Rev. 
who are involved 
in the charges. Justice Greenbaum 
permitted Kennel,to be subjected to a 
test of his proficiency in recording 
telephonic conversations and later pro- 
nounced the test a failure. Kennel was 
to have had another opportunity to 
prove his proficiency today. 

Kennel “listened in’ on conversations 
of members of the Roman Catholic 
clergy while investigating charges 
that they conspired to obstruct justice 
during the investigation into charitable 
institutions. 

Police Commissioner Woods in a 
statement today said Kennel was a 
good officer and knew he had told the 
truth, but feared the failure of the test 
would make it appear he had testified 
falsely. 

The detective, at the point of death 
in the hospital, made this statement: 

“TI am a @atholic, a good Catholic. I 
simply did my duty, something I had 
to do, and was ordered to do. I did it 
honestly and that is what hurts. But 
my children, my family and myself 
were snubbed.”

GRAFTING 1S CHARGED 
| TO POLICE “VICE SQUAD” 


Evidence That New York Po- 
licemen Have Been Black- 
mailing the Underworld. 


New York, July 26—One of New 
York’s deputy police commissioners was 
named by a witness today in District 
Attorney Swann’s’ investigation of 
grafting by members of the police “vice 
squad.” Seven policemen already have 
been indicted upon evidence supplied 
by underworld characters and District 
attorney Swann declared tonight he 
expected even more sensational revela- 
tions. 

The name of the deputy police com- 
missioner was dragged into the case 
by Max Turkowitz, known to his inti- 
mates as Max Pimple, a former “stool 
pigeon” for Detective William J. En- 
right, indicted commander of the “vice 
squad.” Turkowitz made an affidavit 
that while employed by Enright he 
collected tribute from keepers of ques- 
tionable resorts. He was arrested late 
last June on a charge of extortion. 

A few days later he was visited in 
jail by Detective David J. Foley, a 
co-worker With Enright and also under 
indictment. In his affidavit Turkowitz 
quoted Foley as having said to him: 

“Enright went down to Commissioner 

and asked him if he would be al- 
lowed to testify for you as a witness 
and the commissioner said ‘yes.’ Do you 
need some money? No? Well, don’t be 
afraid. We'll get you out. Keep your 
mouth shut. Enright and I will tes- 
tify for you and we'll have the com- 
plainants held for perjury—the deputy 
commissioner said we could do it.” 

Subsequently while on his way to 
court in the custody of detectives, 
Turkowitz was accosted by Enright and 
Foley, he asserted in his affidavit. En- 
right handed him a sum of money and 
Foley reiterated his pledge of assist- 
ance. This incident is said by the dis- 
trict attorney to have led to the in- 
vestigation now in progress. 

Another witness who appeared be- 
fore the district attorney was a mar- 
ried woman whose character was de- 
clared by Mr. Swann to be above re- 
proach. She testified that Enright hada 
her arrested on a “framed up” charge 
after she had rebwffed his attentions. 

The activities of the accused police- 
men, according to Mr. Swann, had wide 
ramifications. Since the investigation 
was begun with the co-operation of 
Police Commissioner Woods scores of 
underworld characters have called upon 
Mr. Swann and told of paying graft 
to Enright and his aides. Keepers of 
disorderly houses and women of the 
streets have declared they were forced

CHANGES CERTAIN 
IN HIGHWAY BILL 


Sweeping Amendments in 
Measure Passed by House 
Expected When It Reaches 
Senate for Action. 


The house of representatives yester- 
day passed “a state highway depart- 
ment bill” which it immediately trans- 
mitted to the senate, where, almost 
beyond possibility of doubt, it has no 
chance of getting through in anything 
like the form enacted by the house. 

After consuming seven days in con- 
Sideration of the original state high- 
way bill, seven substitutes and a mass 
of amendments, the document intro- 
duced by Adams, of Pike, and Heath, 
of Burke, was put through yesterday 
by a vote of 116 to 23. It was the one 
bit of writing on the subject of state 
highways which had been given nv at- 
tention when introduced, was not the 
subject of debate by anybody on the 
floor and to whieh not one member of 
the house had offered an amendment. 
It was the last substitute bill entered, 
therefore the first passed upon. In the 
final clear-up it was not. perfected 
along ‘with the other 


voting on amendments, because there 


was nothing about it, as far as couldg 


have ‘been told by debate or comment, 
to be perfected. It had been taken 
merely as “another substitute.” 

The measure provides no machinery 
for the operation of a state highway 
commission, provides no funds on 
which to operate such a department, 
and offers no sort of definition of the 
duties ofthat department. It merely 
Says the state prison commission shall 
be the “state highway department” 
and lets it go ut that 

Even when the final voting stage was 
reached, there wasn’t a word said in 
behalf of the measure, but when the 
votes were counted it had piled up 
more than had been recorded for any 
of the amendments or in behalf of any 
of the other substitutes in any form— 
it polled 116 out of 139—and, in order 
to prevent possibility of a motion to 
reconsider, it was railroaded to the 
senate to get it out of jurisdiction of 
the house. 

Bill Proves Surprise. 

The whole thing was d)ne in rapid 
fire order. Nobody had dreamed when, 
at the eleventh hour Tuesday, a little 
slip of paper labeled “bill,” and bear- 
ing the names of Adams and Heath, 
Was sent in to the clerk's desk and 
filed as the eighth suDstitute to the 
original Andrews highway commission 
bill, that it would ever be heard of 
again. But it wes—for just a brief 
moment; and then it was the house’s 
expression of a law! 

“Well,” said Mr. Heath afterward, 
“Adams and [ concluded the house 
members wanted a bill that ‘was short 
and without complications, and we 
gave it to them.”

A Bill Passed. 

When it was all over, the trick 
turned, .ctche bill passed, reconsideration 
throttled by a parliamentary technical- 
ity and a motion to adjourn put and 
carried, members stroked their fore- 
heads in bewilderment and wondered 
if it were really true that the house 
had passed a highway commission bill. 
It was true. The house had passed ‘‘a” 
highway commission “bill,” and order- 
ed it sent immediately to the senate, 
thus cutting off possibility of recon- 
sideration. 

It was passed without a word of de- 
bate—no member had even given it 
notice in debate—and it was the only 
one of the eight bills which had not 
been pulled and hauled and fought over 
on the floor. 

When it was offered Tuesday, mem- 
bers groaned; others laughed, and by 
practically all it was looked upon as 
sort of a joke. Nobody took it serious- 
ly. .But, nevertheless, if the senate 
and the governor now concur in the ac- 
tion of the house, the Adams-Heath bill

When the house convened Wednes- 
day morning at 9 o’clock the stage 
was all set for another day’s wrangle 
in committee of the whole. But it was 
not to be, because when the time came 
for the committee of the whole to sit, 
Fullbright, of Burke, moved for the 
previous question. His motion was 
carried, and that put the highway com- 
mission bills before the house on their 
passage. 

Dehate Is Short. 

Representative Swift, of Muscogee, 
having Ween designated by the vice 
chairman of the public highways com- 
mittee to close debate in behalf of the 
bill, because the chairman of the com- 
mittee, Turner, was introducer of one of 
the pending bills, was allowed 20 min- 
utes for closing argument. He divided 
his time with Turner, and Turner ask- 
ed, in fairness, he said to the other 
side, that the opposition be given 20 
minutes, but there was objection. Mr. 
Turner had six minutes,. but gave two 
minutes of that to Yeomans, of Ter- 
rell, who used the two minutes in argu- 
ing against the personnel of a com- 
mission as contemplated in the Turner 
bill, and in favor of the prison com- 
mission constituting the highway 
commission. 

“I trust you will not KO into the 
business of creating offices under the 
highway commission bill,” was the 
crux of his argument. 

Debate concluded in short order, the 
house began the arduous task of per- 
fecting the bills to which amendments 
had been introduced. Among the first 
of these was that to substitute the 
prison commission for the personne] of 
the proposed highway commission as 
contemplated in the pending Andrews 
substitute. This provided for a high- 
way commission to be composed of the 
chairman of the prison commission, 
the sfate geologist, the dean of the 
school’ of engineering of the Georgia 
state univérsity and the professor of 
highway engineering of the Georgia 
School of Technology, and here, by the 
only aye and nay vote taken during 
the day, was given the first indcx 
as to hew the house stood on What 
relation the prison board. should bear 
to the highway department of § the 
state. The amendment carried 92 to 
77i—twenty members absent. 

Many Explained Vote, 

While the roll was being called a 
great many of the members availed 
themselves of the privilege of three 
minutes in which to explain their votes 
and thus everybod who wanted to 
talk was given a hearing.

FLOOD SUFFERERS 


In Georgia and Other States 

to Be Taken by Congress. 
W. Schley Howard Pleads 
for Douglas and Campbell 
Sufferers. 


Washington, July 26.—Congressional 
representatives from the flooded dis 
tricts in the south took energet&x 
measurea today for the relief of the 
thousan of victims of che disaster. 
Following a conference of the Ala- 
bama delegation to press a bill for 
supplies for sufferers in that state 
and the recent introduction of almost 
a dozen measures proposing relief in 
various ways, a meeting Of the house 

-eommittee was called for next 
iday for the purpose of taking ac- 
tion. 
Willing to Grant Relief. 

Chairman Hay and other memers 
of the committee are disposed to ac- 
cord whatever relief seems impera- 
tive in each of the devastated states. 
The purpose is to hear Fri ay the rep- 
resentatives of Alabama, Georgia, 
North Carolina and any other state 
seeking relief on account of the flood, 
and if action is shown to be imperative 
report relief for each state separately. 

The Alabama delegation, headed: by 
Senator Underwood and Representative 
Burnett, will urge a bill providing for 
the useor purchase through the war de- 
partment of quartermaster and medical 
supplies and any other relief meas- 
ures necessary, and will ask 
for the purpose. The Dill relates to 
Alabama alone, where Mr. Burnett es- 
timates 30,000 people, including 10,000 
negroes, are homeless. 

Representative Burnett will confer 
with the war department officials to- 
morrow with a view to securing the 
official reports éxpected to reach the 
department by that time from its rep- 
resentatives making an investigation 
of the situation. War department rep- 
resentatives also are investigating the 
situation in other flooded states and 
the military committee expects to 
have their report before it Friday. 

Members of the military committee 
afe inclined to favor legislation along 
the line proposed because of’ similar 
action taken in connection with the 
Arkansas, Mississippi and Ohio floods 
in recent wears. 

Schiey Howard Asks Aid. 

Following the receipt of a telegram 
from Representative William Schley 
Howard on flood conditions in Geor- 
gia, Representative William C. Adam- 
son offered a resolution authorizing 
the war department to extend aid 
promptly, and proposing mM appropria- 
tion of $100,000 for the purpose. The 
bill went to the committee on military 
affairs. 

Representative Howard wired from 
Douglasville as follows: 

“Am on the ground in Douglas, 
where flood conditions have wrought 
great damage, and about 1,200 people 
in Douglas and Campbell counties are 
in dire distress and great need of im- 
mediate assistance. Comunittee of citi- 
zens met at courthouse yesterday and 
passed resolutions beseeching congress 
to give aid to these poor people. Un- 
derstand same conditions exist in your 
district in Coweta and Heard. Engi- 
neer Simonton has made report to war 
department. So far as my people are 
concerned, ft is conservatively esti- 
mated that it will take about $3,600 to 
buy provisions for the 1,200 sufferers. 
Will you please introduce resolution 
this morning in your and my name and 
urge upon our colleagues the necessity 
of immediate action? See report of 
condition in General Black’s office.

Washington, July 26.—Aroused by an 
official report from the commander of 
the battleship Louisiana that a mys- 
terious ship, purporting to be a British 
cruiser, had passed in the Virginia 
capes early yesterday morning, the 
navy department today ordered the 
armored cruiser North Carolina and 
three destroyers to neutrality duty off 
Cpe Henry. 

Officials maintained umusual secrecy 
regarding the matter, and would not 
disclose just what instructions were 
sent to the commander of the North 
Carlonia. It was assumed, however, 
that he had been directed to see that 
the German merchant submarine 
Deutschland, now preparing for her re- 
turn trip to Germany, is not attacked 
by ‘allied war vessels within the 3- 
mile limit, and that American neutral- 
ity is not otherwise violated. 

Breach of Naval Practice, 

Unofficially navy officers agreed 
that if the ship sighted from the Louis- 
ana was a British cruiser, the com- 
mander of the vessel had been guilty 
of a breach of naval practice, and had 
Violated navigation laws in crulsing 
within American territorial waters 
; without proper lights. While it was 
conceded that the cruiser was within 
her rights in entering territorial 
waters, provided she had observed the 
rules, it was declared,an attempt to 
run into the bay on a scouting expedi- 
tion and in disregard of navigation 
laws, would constitute a gross viola- 
tion of international courtesy. 

The report was submitted to the state 
department as a matter of informa- 
tion. Whether it will be made the 
subject of complaint to the British 
government is not known. It was clear- 
ly indicated tonight, however, that 
adequate precautions would be taken 
by naval vessels on neutrality duty to 
ee that the visit was not repeckted, 
unless with proper formalities and that 
British or French war vessels which 
might be lying off the capes waiting 
for the German merchant submarine to 
pass out on her return journey did 
not violate American neutrality.

Petrograd, July 26.—(Via London.)— 
The Turkish fortress of Erzingan in 
central Armenia has been captured Dy 
the Russians. This was announced of- 
ficially today by the Russian war de- 


partment. 

The official statement announcing the 
capture of Erzingan, says: 

“On Tuesday our gallant troops un- 
der command of General Udenitchin 
took in battle the town of Erzingan. As 
a result the clearing of the Turks from 
Armenia has been accomplished. 

“The emperor yesterday sent the fol- 
lowing telegram to the commander -in- 
chief at Tiflis: 

“It is with joy that I have heard of 
the taking of Erzingan. From the bot- 
tom of my heart I congratulate you 
and the heroic Caucasian army upon 
your victory. I am delighted that the 
troops so quickly justified the confi- 


dence placed in them. 
(Signed) ** ‘NICHOLAS.’ ” 


Erzingan was the most important base 
and military port of the Turks in Asia 
Minor. It was the headquarters of the 
Tenth Turkish army corps and contain- 
ed large barracks and military facto- 
ries. Erzingan is situated at an altitude 
of 3,900 feet near the western end of 
a rich, well watered plain through 
which runs the western Euphrates riv- 
er. It is 80 miles southwest of Erze- 
rum, which position was captured by 
the troops of Grand Duke Nicholas last 
February. The population at the out- 
break of the war numbered about 15,- 
000, of whom about half were Arme- 
nians.,

| London, July 26.—The British today 
captured the important town of Po- 
zieres on the Somme front; the Rus- 
sian Caucasus armies occupied Erzin- 
gan, the great Turkish position in Ar- 
menia, while the Russian General Sak- 
haroff in the fi#hting on the Slonevka 
river captured another four thousand 
prisoners and five guns. These news 
items were the most encouraging the 
British have received in some time 
and the allies are thus able to con- 
gratulate themselves on another good 
day’s record. 


BRITISH ON ROAD 


TO BAPUAME. 

The opinion of the military critics 
in London is that no positions so strong 
as the British are now successfully 
attacking will be found between 
Pozieres and Bapaume; otherwise, they 
argue, the Germans would not have 
risked bringing troops and guns from 
the Verdun sector to defend Pozieres, 
and it is inferred from indications in 
the official dispatches that the British 
are already beginning to establish 
themselves on both sides of the road 
from Pozieres to Bapaume. 

The British secretary for war, David 
Lloyd-George, in a published state- 


pment tonfght, shows the Importance the 


Germans attached to the retention of 
Pozieres by quoting from a German 
divisional order issued in Contalmaison 
on July 11 as follows: 

“Furthermore, the conversion of vil- 
lages into strong points is of the great- 
est importance. Such villages are 
Pozieres, Contalmaison and the two 
Bezantine and Longueval.” 

Secretary Lloyd-George points out 
that with the capture of Pozieres the 
last of these villages has fallen into 
the allies’ hands. He further points 
out that today’s German claim of the 
repulse of an attack on Trones wood 
must be a Clerical error as Trones 
wood has been in British possession 
since July 14, 


RUSSIANS GAIN 
AT ALL POINTS. 


On the eastern front, the Germans 
and Austrians appear unable to make 
a successful stand anywhere against 
the victorious Russian forces, General 
Sakharoff’s recent success has brought 
him within about 12 miles of Brody, 
which guards the approaches to Lem- 
berg and places Von Bothmer’s army 
in danger. 

The unexpectedly swift fall of Erzin- 
gan leads to the supposition that the 
Turks must have removed the guns 
from the defenses of this town to as- 
sist the armies in the field, not antici- 
pating such a rapid Russian advance 
in such a difficult country. 

The Italian front attracts little pub- 
lic interest, but the Italians have re- 
cently been making good progress in 
the Dolomites region. 


BRITISH HOLD 


ALL POZIERES. 

London, July 26.—The village of 
Pozieres has been completely captured 
by the British, said an official an<- 
nouncement today by the war office.

Thirteen Southern States Will 
Receive $1,438,059 of $5,- 
000,000 Federal Fund. 


Washington, July 26.—The thirteen 
southern states will receive a total of 
$1,438,059 of the $5,000,000 feaeral road 


under the new federal aid road act 
approved this month. The department 
of agriculture announcement today 
showed that Texas received the largest 
allotment of any state in the union. 

The apportionmentg to the southern 
States follow: 

Texas, $291,927; Georgia, $134,329; 
OKlahoma, $115,139; North Carolina, 
$114,381; Tennessee, $114,153; Alabama, 
$104,148; Virginia, $99,660; Kentucky, 
$97,471; Missisaippi, $88,905; Arkansas, 
$82,689; South Carolina, $71,807; Louis- 
jana, $67,474; Florida, $55,976. 

These funds are made available con- 
\tingent upon the states spending an 
equal amount on road construction, and 
are apportioned on a basis of one- 
third in the ratio of area, one-third tn 
the ratio of population and one-third in 
the ratio of mileage of rural delivery 
routes and star routes. a 

Under the federal act a total of $75,- 
000,000 for the improvement of state 
roads is made available during the next 
five years, the appropriation for 1918 
being $10,000,000; for 1919, $15,000,000; 
for 1920, $20,000,000, and for 1921, $20.- 
000,000." As the states must supply an 
equal amount each year, a_ total of 
$150,000,000 will be spent on state roads 
during the tive-year period. Future ap- 
portionments of the federal fund 
among the states will be made on the 
same basis as that of this year’s fund. 

The expenditures are authorized by 
the Shackleford-Bankhead good roads 
law, the first Maree federal aid to 
States in road building. It was signed 
July 11 by President Wilson and gov- 
ernment Officials are preparing to put 
its provisions into early operation. Ac- 
tual construction of some of the roads 
may begin this fall and extensive con- 
struction next spring is planned.

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SENATE PASSES PERSONS 
LAW ENFORCEMENT BILL 


Gives Governor Power to Re- 
move Sheriff Who Fails 
to Do Duty. 


After disagreeing to the adverse ree 
port of the general judiciary commit- 
tee of the senate on Tuesday on the 
Persons law enforcement bill the sen- 
ate yesterday passed the bill as amend- 


ed by Senator McCrory without a dis- 
senting vote. The McCrory amendment 
provides that a sheriff removed by 
the governor for neglect of duty may 
appeal to the supreme eourt within 
four days after judgment is given 
against him by the governor. 

The original bill provided for no ap- 
peal, and this feature was objection- 
able to many of the senators. As 
amended, all opposition was quieted, 
and.if the sheriff wishes to protest 
against the action of the governor in 
removing him from office tor neglect 
of duty he can have the entire record 
reviewed by the supreme court. 

President Persons, the author of the 
measure, introduced it to concentrate 
the authority and responsibility for 
mob violence and violations of the pro- 
hibition law in the hands of one man. 
He is of the opinion that the enacting 
of his bill into law would do much to 
exterminate the lynching evil, and that 
flagrant violations of the state’s laws 
would be much less frequent if it goes 
into effect.

in so far as it may be expected to be of any 
constructive value to the state, is mean- 
ingless. 

It would be utterly worthless were it not 
for the fact that it does make provision 
whereby the state may secure its share of 
the federal good roads appropriation. It 
does that and no more. 

Nobody objects to the prison commission 


as a highway commission per se. There are 


those who thought it would be better for 
Georgia to create a board separate and apart 
from any political office or set of offices now 
in existence. There might be some weight 
in this argument. 

On the other hand, there is no good rea- 
son why the prison commission cannot make 


a satisfactory and efficient highway commis- 


. gion, provided only it is given the requisite

It is to be wondered whether the prison 
commission, under this bill, will even have 
authority and power to suggest to and ad- 
vise with the federal government agencies 
as to how the government good roads money 
shall be spent. In this matter the govert- 
ment itself has taken care that it, through 
the proper official, shall have the last say. 

Fortunately, the senate has yet to deal 
with the question. Let us hope that it will 
amend the bill and insist in conference upon 
its amendment, so that Georgia will not only 
have advantage of the federal fund, but pos- 
sess at the same time a commission fuily 
capable under its authority of giving the 
state the sort of a road system it might 
easily have with the splendid facilities at 
its command. ; 

Whether the prison commission or any 
other set of men should be made the high- 
way commission, this can be done, and the 
legislature unquestionably owes it to the 
state to do it.

We are particularly reminded of this un- 
fortunate attitude of legislation in connection 
with tlie forestry bill introduced by Repre- 
sentative Haralson, of Union, now before 
the general assembly. Mr. Haralson’s bill 
involves no expense to the state, and yet 
provides a plan under which it may be pro- 


tected in future against forest destruction, 


which ig becoming a serious problem in this 


and other states, notwithstanding the public 
does not realize it. 
be, _ The pending forestry bill is one to which 


mber of the general assembly can or 


from the calendar and passed, following a 
few brief words of explanation from its 
author and those who have given it thought 
and attention. 

The forestry bill simply provides for a 
representative board with certain powers, 
within prescribed limitations, to protect and 
foster tree growth throughout the state. It 


‘plans for co-operation between the state 


and the national bureau of forestry. It looks 
to the expenditure in Georgia of “ederal 
funds now available and spent elsewhere 
because Georgia 
which such co-operation may be brought 
about. The educational feature of the forest 
problem is provided for, and even more 
impelling than that the development of 
Georgia’s thirteen million acres of wood- 
land to productive yield and greater value. 
It contemplates utilization of waste lands, 
and particularly of lands unsuited for farm 
purposes. It looks to future supplies of 
wood and lumber; to the beautifying of the 
landscape, and, most important of all, to the 
conservation of our climatic conditions over 
which forests exercise an extraordinary 
natural influence. 

There isn’t any question but that the en- 


has no board through 


actment of this law would be of material ad-- 


vantage to Georgia. It will cost the state 
nothing, and it will mean the protection of 
our future population against all the woes 
for which forest devastation is responsible. 

Certainly the legislature can well afford 
to give a few minutes of the three weeks 
which remain to it to the enactment of this 
bill into law. 


WOMEN AND LAW. 

Women are about to be admitted to the 
practice of law in Georgia. Following the 
action of the house of representatives in 
passing the woman lawyer bill by more than 
a two-thirds majority, there comes assur- 
ance presented by The Constitution today 
that the senate will, with equal chivalry, 
accord it an overwhelming majority vote. 

The Constitution has accurate informa- 
tion upon the word of senators themselves 
that thirty or more members of that body 
will be found in line for the enactment of 
this measure when it is reached. This in- 
formation, we are glad to state, is authentic. 
From the pronounced attitude of the sena- 
tors there need be no debate upon the mat- 
ter. It is almost the same as if the Dill, 
granting to women this long withheld right, 
were on its way to the governor for final 
signature. 

We congratulate the senate. The word 
of its individual members is striking and 
sufficient evidence that senatorial chivalry 
will measure up to expectations. 

The Constitution is particularly and pe- 
culiarly interested in the successful outcome 


-of this legislation; for this paper first and 


above all others hag fought, at times single- 
handed and alone, for the enactment of this 
law. It was The Constitution which, without 
assistance, assaulted the tinplate chivalry 
that would have pinned woman down to office 
drudgery and denied her the privilege of 
rising in the profession in which she has 
often exhibited highest talent and superior 
merit. 

We were told that to admit women to the 
bar was getting away from the old-fash- 
ioned theory and opinion as to her sphere 
of action and her duty; that she belonged 
to the home; that we must not make our 
women work, and all that sort of thing. The 
fact that thousands of them are working 
every day was ignored, and the specious and 
fallacious plea was further emphatically 
answered by the showing that women are 
today doing the drudgery work in the offices 
of the very lawyers whose tinplate chivalry 
would deny them the right to rise from pri- 
vate to principal. 

If ever any illogical argument were suc- 
cessfully answered, it was in the showing 
that many a lawyer’s fee is based upon a 
woman’s work for which she receives the 
meager pittance of an office clerk. 

The house saw the true inwardness of 
the problem, and the senate, too, has been 
quick to catch it.

LABOR MEN OPPOSED 
TO TRADING STAMPS 


AND GIFT SCHEMES 


The total elimination of all trading 
stamps, coupons and all gift schemes is 
favored by labor bodies, according to W. 5. 
Wardlaw, member of the legislative commit- 
tee of the Georgia Federation of Labor and 
president of the Atlanta Typographical 
union, who states that the organizations 
which he represents are lending the mer- 
chants and manufacturers of Georgia active 
support in securing the passage of the bills 
now pending in the legislature. 

Mr. Wardlaw is also manager of the 
home products campaign of the Allied Print- 
ing Trades, and his successful efforts in 
building up the printing industry in At- 
lanta has attracted nation-wide interest. 

With reference to the trading stamp and 
coupon situation, Mr. Wardlaw furnishes The 
Constitution with the following statement: 

“Organized labor is very much interest- 
ed in the present efforts of the home mer- 
chants and manufacturers to throw off the 
shackles of the trading stamp and coupon 
evil in this state, and will lend every possi- 
ble co-operation to secure the absolute elim- 
ination of this practice by law. 

“The Typographical union stands for 
sound business methods, and is ready at all 
times to join in any movement which has 
for its object the improvement of conditions 
along civic and economic lines. For this 
reason, several months ago, recognizing the 
serious damage being done to the merchant 
class and the consumer alike through the 
ever-increasing schemes of trading stamps 
and coupons, our organization adopted 
strong resolutions condemning the practice 
and calling on our’ home people to join 
us in seeking to secure the passage of laws 
that would protect our mutual interests. 

“As consumers, we are vitally interested, 
and the organized working people of Geor- 
gia are intelligent enough to know that we 
can't ‘get something for nothing;’ that the 
stamps and coupons are a snare and a de- 
lusion, and our investigation in the matter 
has shown that the ultimate consumer pays 
the price. 

“On last Thursday,.with others, I ap- 
peared ‘before ‘the senate judiciary commit- 
tee in advocacy of the Moon bill, which 
provides for total prohibition of this iniqui- 
tous evil. At that time I urged for consider- 
ation the strongest objection (from. the 
standpoint of the consumer) that can be 
made against the continuance of this false 
Plan of merchandising. 

“The United States government has pro- 
vided our currency, and it. is reasonable to 
Suppose that when we pay a dollar for an 
article we want our full doljar’s worth. 
Under the trading stamp and coupon 
scheme, the purchasing power of the dollar 
is lessened and the consumer does not get 
full value at the time the purchase is made. 
He must, perforce, become a collector ot 57 
different varieties of trading Stamps and 
coupons and save them up until he has ac- 
Guired a sufficient amount to realize on 
Then, and maybe not then, does he secure 
the full purcnasing power of his dollar. 

“Taking for granted that each 
coupon has a value, the consumer 
not take the time and trouvie to save them 
iS NOt getting his money's worth, for it jis 
a well-Known fact that a reduction has been 
made in the quantity or quality of goods 
in order to redeem the COUPONS at some 
future time. 

“Then why not 
System on a sound basis 
Only are represented? 

“Legitimate competition has ever been 
considered the life of trade. There is noth- 
ing to prevent a merchant selling an article 
at a lower price than his competitor in trade, 
Or giving a better quality or larger quantity 
for the same price. This ig the kind of 
competition whereby the consumer will 
benefit and be sure of getting his money's 
worth. A dollar will buy one dollar's worth 
and not 95 cents’ worth and a little piece 
of paper which will entitle the holder (when 
he accumulates several hundred more) to 
some article in trade which he could likely 
go to the 10-cent store and purchase for 
half the amount represented as the value 
of the coupons. i 

“The consumer should be interested sole- 

in getting his full money’s worth when 

makes his purchase. It is an economic 
proposition. If an article sells for 6 cents, 
and with that article you are given a coupon 
said to be worth one cent, why not sell the 
article for 4 cents or else give more quan- 
tity or better quality for the 5 cents? 

“The reason for creating this false stand- 
ard of merchandising is plain to those who 
have taken the trouble to investicate. 

“It has been fostered on an unsuspecting 
public by the trusts and huge corporations 
for the purpose of securing a monopoly on 
their particular line of goods. 

“What is the result? The home manu- 
facturer or independent dealer is forced into 
bankruptcy, the retailer is compelled to car- 
ry these goods at a loss and the gullible 
public is fooled into thinking they are get- 
ting something for nothing, while all our 
Georgia-earned dollars are being sent out of 
the state to fatten the coffers of the big 
foreign corporations. 

“The intelligent consumer protests against 
this evil which has been forced upon us by 
the outsiders, and joins with our home man- 
ufacturers and merchants in petitioning the 
legislature to protect us from the merce- 
nary greed of foreign capital.

DOUBLE-TRACKING AND RAISING OFRENTAL 
URGED BY FORMER GOV. JOSEPH M. BROWN 
IN OPPOSING THE SALE OF STATE RAILROAD

Thig is the first of a series of three 
letters by former Governor Joseph M. 
Brown—on the question of what is best 
to do with the state road at the expira- 
tion of the present lease. For many years 
the general passenger agent of the West- 
ern and Atlantic railroad under the .ease 
preceding this one, Governor Brown's close 
association With the road and its history 
adds additional interest to his views on 
the pending disposal of the road. 


FIRST LETTER. 

To the General Assembly and to the 
People of Georgia: There come times when 
the citizens of our state should confer with 
each other on a basis where each, while 
contending with all sincerity for the views 
he advances, accords like honesty of pur- 
pose to those who present opposing views. 
Such a time is upon us as we discuss the 
disposition of the Western and Atlantic rail- 
road, whetier by lease or sale, and the pro- 
posed -constitutional amendment forbidding 
the paralleling of it, also the proposition to 
extend it to the sea. 

I shall, therefore, in this communication, 
wave aside all possible charges that I am 
the ‘‘tool’ of certain “interests,” or “corpo- 
rations,” just as I shall refrain from charg- 
ing that those who differ with me are the 
“tools” of other and rival “interests,” etc. I 
know that | shall herein advance views and 
arguments, some of which are radically at 
Variance with the general trend of those 
of alinost all the puvlic men who have thus 
far spoken or written on the great subject 
under review—-in tact, 1 apprehenu that 1 
am not gulng to enhtlireiy please anybouy— 
bul, believing that my judgment 158 well 
based, 1 wili undertake to make my rea- 
Sons clear tur so believing. 

And now, first, as tu tne question of the 
sale of the road: I am and have always been 
upposed to the sale. As lar back as June & 
vi 9, 1939,4I] published in The Atlanta Consti- 
tution a ietler upon the subject of the then 
pending lease or the rvuau. ‘this was repro- 
uuced in an amplified torm in a railroad 
newspaper, ‘Che Nennesaw Gazette, July 1, 
iss¥, a vouna copy of Which | have huw 
before me. in the iatter part of that letter 
l said: 

“in a previous paragraph I referred to the 
lessees or others who will be the successors 
of the present company, because i cannot 
believe that tne legisiature of Georgia will 
be so short-sighted as to sell the ruad. in 
my opinion, the state should not, under any 
circumstance, part with the ownership otf 
it, for, When she does, her power to control 
it and bring about the results I have re- 
ferred to is gone,” 

The results referred to were the proteéc- 
tion for the people of Georgia of the power 
to Maintain cCumpetitive rates. 

The Purchase Price. 

Now, as to the matter of the sale, there 
is quite an exaggerated idea in the minds 
of many as to how much it could be sold 
for. It has been estimated as being worth 
from $15,000,000 to $20,000,000. But as the 
road could be reproduced, terminals and all, 
for probably less than $5,500,000, why would 
any purchaser be willing to pay the exagger- 
ated price popularly fixed ior it? 

Even if the constitution did not forbid 
the purchase of it by the Southern railway 
or the Central of Georgia railway—and, as 
both of these roads cross the state line, I 
am not sure that the constitution of Georgia 
can forbid it—it is not reasonable to sup- 
pose that the owners of either of these roads 
paralleling it would give $15,090,000 or more 
for this road. Either of those roads could 
double track its own parallel line for one- 
sixth of the above sum. And I do not see 
why the L. & N., or its subsidiary line, the 
Nashville, Chattanooga and St. Louis rail- 
way, would be willing to pay any such price 
forit. They could scarcely borrow the money 
for this purpose for as little as 4% per cent. 
The interest, therefore, would be $675,000, or 
more per annum. I think it quite possible 
that it could be sold to the owners of one 
or the other of the two last named lines for 
$10,000,000, but scarcely for more. 

Those who advocate the sale generally 
advance the idea that the present state debt 
could be entirely wiped out with part of 
the money and that the remainder could be 
invested in municipal or other bonds, of 
which the interest could be used for educa- 
tional purposes and the like. 

But they lose sight of the fact that the 
present bonds of the state are issued for 
stipulated periods and are generally held 
as permanent investments. The only way, 
therefore, whereby the state could get them 
before their dates of expiration would be to 


vide for the nonissuing of witness subpoenas 
in criminal cases for nonresident witnesses 
unless apPlications are made to the judge.

buy them. She would then undoubtedly have 
to give a premium for them. That premium 
might become excessive. 

And, in section 2557 of the code of Ger- 
gia, certain kinds of insurance companies are 
required to deposit with the state treasurer 
$25,000 face value of United States bonds 
or Georgia state bonds. The former bonds 
might command a higher price, hence the 
insurance companies might insist on hold- 
ing the Georgia bonds as a deposit. 

But, if the state could buy back all of 
her bonds at prices agreeable to her and 
thus extinguish her debt, she would find 
that the surplus which she had for invest- 
ment in other bonds would soon leave her. 

To begin, she is now seriously embar- 
rassed by the results of excessive appropri- 
ations during past years, and has to draw 
on her school and pension funds to keep 
her other affairs going. It would probably 
take largely more than $1,000,000 to ease 
this strain. 

What could be more appealing than the 
argument that this money be appropriated 
for the public schools and pensions, increas- 
ing, say, the common school fund $500,000 or 
more per annum above the present appropri- 
ations, and increasing pensions until the 
surplus was exhausted. The man who be- 
lieves that this tide could be stemmed by the 
legislature or by the people atthe polls 
does not know them. | unhesitatingly ven- 
ture the assertion that within five years, 
if not within three, the surplus would en- 
tirely disappear. 


Would Not Vote Sale. 

But, as I feel assured that not 20 per cent 
of the people of Georgia could be induced to 
vote to sell the road, I will not here enu- 
merate other strong reasons in my mind 
against the sale. 

Now, as to leasing the road, I have for 
many years expressed my conviction that the 
State should not let it to any tenant for a 
period longer than thirty years. 

Thirty years cover practically the work- 
ing limit of a generation. Every generaton 
faces conditions which differ from those of. 
other generations. The first lease of the 
Western and Atlantic railroad was for only. 


, twenty years, beginning December 27, 1870 


and ending December 27, 1890. The second 
lease began at the latter named date and 
will end December 27, 1919. 

Now, let us look back. Thirty years 
before 1870, viz.: in 1840, almost the entire 
transportation in Georgia was by horses, 
mules, oxen or boats. Suppose this road 
had been already built, and had have been 
leased then, when by far the greater portion 
of the state was a wilderness. The figures it 
would likely have commanded then might 
have been unreasonably low in 1860-1870. 

Again, in, 1890, there were no automobiles 
and practically no electric power plants in 
the United States. Now they play an enor- 
mous part in our social and business econ- 
omy. 

Who can forecast what will be the eco- 
nomic conditions in 1949. Therefore, a lease 
covering fifty or more years at figures very 
flattering now might after thirty years be 
s0 small as to appear a business absurdity. 
Yet, by leasing it for fifty or more years, 
we would in that event absolutely handicap 
the next generation by the small amount 
of the rental, and possibly even more by 
hedging it with conditions which would be 
counter to the needs of the next generation. 
Let us assume that they will be as smart 
as we are, that they’ can face their condi- 
tions more intelligently than we can fore- 
cast them, and leave them free to protect 
themselves in the power to secure competi- 
tion and proper rental figures. I submit 
that it is not an answer to this argument 
to say that we can fix the rental on an 
for that scale might be 
much below the figures justified forty years 
hence, and would not at all touch the condi- 
tions as to insuring competition. These 
conditions might in that period be so radi- 
cally changed from those we confront as to 
make the rental a minor feature. 

Let the state, then, take back the road 
at the end of each period of thirty years 
‘and adjust the succeeding lease to the 
changed conditions, financial, economic and 
competitive, which the needs of the people 
within that period require. In this way the 
state and her people will certainly share the 
superior benefits of the operations of this 
road instead of possibly yielding them to the 
lessees. And who knows but that thirty 
years hence conditions may be such as to 
reverse our beliefs and make it to her inter- 
est that the state operate it? 

Double Tracking. 

Another point comes in just hera viz.: 
the double tracking of the road. It certain- 
ly ought to be double tracked at as early 
a date as can be made practicable. In one 
or two of my messages to the general as- 
sembly, while I was governor, I urged this 
point. And I am still of the opinion I then 
expressed, viz.: that, as the state is herself 
interested in keeping her railroad abreast 
of any other in the powers for transportation, 
she ought to bear a part in the double track- 
ing expense. But how can this be done? 
Easily enough. 

The rental should be raised with the next 
lease. A minimum figure certainly ought to 
be named in the leasing act, else an un- 
provable agreement might be entered into 
between certain parties which might find the 
highest bid about $25,000 per month. 

Bear in mind that when the road was 
leased in 1890 there were only two bids—one 
for $35,000 and one for $35,001. That these 
bids were made by mutual understanding 
there is practically no doubt. 

I should say the minimum bid ought to 
be fixed at $50,000 per month. But make it 
a condition that the leasing company should, 
before the end of seven years, double track 
it from Atlanta to Chattanooga, and provide 
that during the first five years of the new 
lease the state would accept as the monthly 
rental a sum equal to $15,000 less than the 
amount agreed upon as the standard rental, 
the said $15,000 to be put into the expense of 
double tracking, and that the new leasing 
company should put a stated monthly amount, 
say, at least $10,000 in addition to the above 
figures, and during the two years after the 
five above referred to it should, at its own 
expense, complete the double tracking, if 
it had not done so by the end of the five 
years. 

The leasing company could be given con- 
sent to finish the double tracking within a 
short period, if it so desired, with the as- 
surance that the monthly deduction-of $15,- 
000 would be permitted for five years. 

The double tracking, with new bridges, 
etc., would cost possibly more than $2,000,000, 
hence the state would pay less than half 
of it, but when she got the road back she 
would own all of it. And yet she would 
not appropriate from her treasury for this 
purpose a dollar which had gone into it. 
This plan might prevent some ligislative com- 
plications. 

I will merely add that it séems to me 
self-evident that the new leasing company, 
which may hold the road during the term 
of only one lease, could not afford to pay 
the state a liberal rental, and, besides, ex- 
pend from its treasury a sum equal to at 
least three or more years of rental to dou- 
ble track the road, which would afterward 
be entirely the state’s. A requirement that 
it do the double tracking at its: own ex- 
pense would undoubtedly reduce the amount 
bid for the rental, whereas the plan I sug- 
gest would only affect the state’s income for 
five years and would probably insure the 
the double’tracking, and thereby maintain 
the Western and Atlantic’s power as a first- 
class road, and with it the prestige of its 
owner—the state. 

In my next letter I will take up the 
proposed amendment to the constitution for- 
bidding the paralleling of the Western and 
Atlantic railroad, and present my views 
about it. They may be worth something to 
the people who are called upon to. vote on 
this amendment in the November election,

FORESTS OF GEORG 


Haralson Introduces Measure 
to Create State Board | 
of Forestry. 


A measure, originated by the forest 
interests of the state and fathered by 
the Hon. Pat Haralson, of Union coun- 
ty, is now before the general assem- 


bly, with favorable report. 
« This bill provides for the appoint- 


ment of a state board of forestry, and 


givs it authority to regulate and pro- 
tect the forest lands of the state that 
this greatest of natural resources may 
be perpetuated. In the words of H. 6. 
Graves, chief forester of the United 
States, there is urgent need for this: 
“Nowhere in the whole United States 
can the naval stores industry or the 
protection of hardwood timber be car- 
ried on with the same natural and eco- 
nomic advantages as in the southeast. 
Forests occupy more than half the 
total land area of the south. Southern 
pine is the principal softwood used in 
fully two-thirds of the country east 
of the plains. Backed by a supply of 
some 325,000,000,000 feet of yellow pine 
and about 20,000 sawmills, the pine 
industry holds today a commanding 
place in the country’s lumber market. 
By their very magnitude the forest 
problems of the south command atten- 
tion. 

“In addition to the value of the tim- 
ber, the southern pineries furnish an- 
nually abut $35,000,000 worth of tur- 
pentine, rosin, etc. This income is in 
danger of being entirely lost through 
failure properly to care for and per- 
petuate the forests. 

“Once the fire problem is con 
the possibilities of forestry 
cenai are almost unlimited. When the 
people of the south wake up to the 
walue of the resources at stake and take 
mecessary steps to prevent their de- 
struction and waste, the forests of 
the south may be made to yield a con- 
tinuous supply of lumber and other 
products.” 

Among the more important reasons 
why this bill should be enacted into a 


trolled, 
in the 


‘Jaw are the following: 


1. At the present time there fs no one 


_elothed with proper authority to look after 


one of the state’s most important interests. 
2. The proposed bill simply provides for 
@ representatiye board clothed with proper 
authority and given powers commensurate 
with the importance of the interests they 
@re expected to serve. 

3. The proposed bill provides a basis for 
inaugurating co-operative work between the 
state and the bureau of forestry of the 
United States department of agriculture. 

4. Thraugh the consummation of such an 
arrangement it will be possible in the course 
of a short time to secure the expenditure in 
Georgia of several thousand dollars of fed- 
eral funds annually which are now spent 
elsewhere, because of the lack of an organi- 
zation possessing the necessary authority to 
carry on work of this character in accord- 
ance with the terms and provisions laid 
down by the federal government. 

5. The passage of this bill will result in 
directing attention to the importance of edu- 
cation as it pertains to forest problems. At 
the present time, we are doing nothing in 
this direction. 

6. This bill provides for the creation of 
a definite center for the correlation, prep- 
aration and distribution of elementary and 
scientific information on all forest and lum- 
bering problems. The board would no doubt 
undertake to prepare and print useful, prac- 
tical and scientific builetins, thereby creat- 
ing a fund of -valuable knowledge with ref- 
erence to the subject of forestry in Geor- 
la. 
, 7. Georgia has thirteen million acres of 
land within her borders classed as wood- 
land. Most of this land at the present time 
is not bringing in any revenue. In fact, no 
effort is made to handle it in an economic 
manner. As a matter of fact, with a lit- 
tle expenditure of time and effort these 
woodlands should be made to tncrease in 
value at the rate of $1.00 per acre per year, 
and under wise and judicious management 
to the extent of $3.00 to $5.00 per acre per 
year. Think of what an enormous resource 
the state has in its woodland areas which 
are practically non-productive at present be- 
cause no board has been established to take 
charge of this interest and create a senti- 
ment in favor of the preservation and proper 
maintenance and protection of our forest 
areas. 

8. There is now much waste land in the 
state which is being carried away to the 
sea which could be utilized to advantage 
for tree planting. Much of it is unfit for 
any other purpose, although as it is, it con- 
stitutes a menace to the agriculture of our 
low lands, as the debris which it contains 
is carried down by swollen streams and 
distributed over cultivated lands, thereby 
nullifving their value. 

9. If all the areas of land unsuited for 
farm purposes in Georgia were devoted to 
tree growth, the state would presently have 
an asset worth millions of dollars in the 
aggregate. It would provide an ever-increas- 
ing source of revenue in enhancing the value 
of our farm iands, lessening the loss of 
damage by flood, while exerting a beneficent 
influence on our climatic conditions. 

19. The scarcity of wood is keenly felt 
already that the price of paper is greatly 
increased. This condition will become more 
and more aggravated unless some attention 
is given to the growth of trees suitable for 
paper production. We probably do mot fully 
realize the important relation which paper 
bears to many of our industries. and how 
seriously they will be affected if the sup- 

ly is restricted or the cost becomes pro- 

ibitive. 

11. By proper attention to forestry, the 
beauty of the landscape can be greatly in- 
creased; a general appreciation of the im- 

ortance of conserving our natural resources 
neulcated, and principles of thrift and 
economy taught our people in the most ef- 
fective manner.

Georgia Portia When 
Vote on Bill ls Taken 


Passage of Woman Lawyer 
Bill Seems Certain — Has 
Already Passed the House. 
22 Senators Openly Favor 
Measure—Only 6 Are Out- 


and-Out Opposed to Bill. 
a 


Unless unforeseen developments 
arise women will be allowed to prac- 
tice law in the state of Georgia on a 
basis of equality with men in the near 
future. Last Thursday the house of 
representatives passed the bill of Rep- 
resentative L. J. Cooper, of Ware, by 
a vote of 131 to 31, giving women the 
authority to practice law in this state 
and a careful investigation by a Con- 
stitution reporter of -the attitude of 
the senate on the bill discloses the fact 
that it will pass the upper house. 

Every member of the senate who was 
present at the Tuesday morning ses- 
sion was asked his position on the 
woman lawyer bill. Twenty-three 
votes are necessary for the passage 
of the bill. Of the forty-four mem- 
bers of the senate, twenty-two are 
out and out in favor of the bill, six 
opposed to it, eleven non-committal 
and five were absent. 

The following senators stated yes- 
terday that they would vote for the 
bill: Akin, Bonner, Buchanan, Dobbs, 
Gillis, Goolsby, Harbin, Harrison, 
Mangham, Minter, McCrory, McFar- 
land, Paulk of the sixth, Paulk.of the 
twenty-first, Stovall, Tison, ‘Tracy, 
Trammell, Turner, Ward, Walker and 
Persons. 

Those stating positively that they 
would vote against the measure were 


Senators Adams, Boykin, Pickett of 
the forty-first, Smith, ~-Thomas and 
Way. Senators Carlton, Eakes, Fa- 
gan, Fletcher and Ransom were ab- 
sent and could not be reached. 

The eleven senators who were non- 
committal are Bailey, Burnside, Calla- 
han, Haralson, Holden, Lawrence, 
Moon, McLaughlin, Peacock, Pickett 
of the eleventh, and Wren. 

Would Limit Practice. 

Senator McLaughlin, of the thirty- 
sixth, has an amendment which he 
will introduce providing that women 
shall be allowed to practice law in 
offices, but that they shall not be al- 
lowed to do courtroom work. Should 
this amendment pass he will undoubt- 
edly favor the bill, and‘it is probable 
that he will favor it anyway. 

Wife Will Vote. 

When first spoken to in regard to 
the bill, Senator Pat Haralson, of the 
fortieth, stated that he would prob- 
ably oppose the measure. Later he 
decided that he would absolve him- 
self from all responsibility for his vote. 
“T have deterfifined to let my wife 
vote for me on thig question. She 
will be here in a few days and what 
she says will go for me.” 

Many of the senators who are op- 
posed to woman suffrage will favor 
their practicing law on the grounds 
that women who are allowed to com- 
pete on an equal basis with men in 
every other legitimate business and 
profes#ion. “Women are allowed to 
practice medicine and to preach; why 
should they not be allowed to practice 
law?’ asked one senator, 

Bitterly opposed to the bik are Sen- 
ators J. Ow Adamg and Roscoe Pickett. 
“T am against petticoat government 
in all its forma,” protested Senator 
Pickett. “If this bill sheuld pass it 
will be because I cannot kill it,” said 
Senator Adams. “I would filibuster a 
week to prevent its passage.” 

A Second Pértia. ‘ 

“Tt believe Georgia has a Portia 
within its boundaries and that’s the 
reason I] favor the bill,” said Senator 
Goolsby. Although Senator T. R. Tur- 
ner fought the bill two years ago in 
the house he has changed his position 
on it, and states that he will vote for 
it since the time has come for Geor- 
gia women to be made more independ- 
ent. Senators Holden and Moon were 
non-committal, but expressed the view 
that they were inclined to favor the 
measure. Senator Lawrence, who 
would not state how he would vote on 
it, strongly opposed its passage while 
in the house. 

Of the forty-eight states in the union, 
forty-four of them already allow wom- 
en to practice law, and if present in- 
dications are not entirely misleading 
Georgia will in a very few weeks be 
added to the long list of: states al- 
lowing women to practice. 

The senate seems to subscribe to 
the sentiment expressed by the lines 
of Representative Stovail, of McDuf- 
fie, who wrote and read the following 
verse during the debate on the Cooper 
bill in the house: - 


“Whether born in the south, or born 


in the gest,

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DEFICIENCY PENSION 
MEASURE 1S PASSED 


Three Pension Bills, Two Ap- 
propriation Bills and Five Re- 
lief Measures Passed. 


With almost surprising agility, the 
house in extra session yesterday after- 
noon .passed three pension bills and 
two appropriation bills requiring roll 
call, five relief measures requiring only 
an oral vote, and adjourned, at 5:15, 
after having been in session since 3. 

An afternoon session will be held to- 
day, when nine pension bills, requiring 
roll call, will we worked upon. This, it 
is expected, will end the afternoon ses- 
sions, at least for a while. 

Beside the appropriation to pay for 
the battleship Georgia's silver service, 
the house passed a bill appropriating 
$33,000 to make up the deficiency in the 
pension fund for 1916.

New York, July 26.—The weekly 
government crop and weather report 
was so destitute of sensational fea- 
tures today that the cotton market not 
only received a check to its upward 
movement, but in the afternoon de- 
veloped rather pronounced weakness 
and closed barely steady at a net loss 
of 7 to 9 points. 

After the opening, which was ¢# 
points lower to 1 higher, there was a 
steadier feeling on official predictions 
for continued showers in the eastern 
belt and little prospect for rain in the 
southwest, apart from unsettled condi- 
tions in eastern Texas and October ad- 
vanced to 13.23 and December 13.88, 
or 4 to 5 points higher than last night. 
This level was sustained up to mid- 
day, ‘when selling induced by the week- 
ly report causea a decline of a dozen 
Oints. It was contended that the lat- 
er disclosed nothing new in the crop 
situation in any part of the belt and 
that its reference to unfavorable con- 
ditions was mild in gontrast to many 
of the private reports in circulation 
this week. 

The fact that the market had become 
pretty well evened up as the result of 
previous advances this week, made it 
particularly sensitive to anything fa- 
vorable in the weather line and when 
private messages in the afternoon men- 
tioned rains at a number of points in 
Texas, there was a good deal of pres- 
Sure put on the market both at New 
Orleans and here on the belief that if 
@ general rain develops in the south- 
west now it will go far-towards assur- 
ing a good crop in that section. 

The disposition to consider damage 
news from the southeast exaggerated 
was more noticeable today than here- 
tofore, especially in the light of the 
weekly report, and some advices said 
that an average crop could easily be 
produced there with seasonable weath- 
er trom now on, notwithstanding the 
floods which had been most destruc- 
tive in the lowlands, where compar- 
atively little cotton was planted.

New Orleans Sags 7 to 9 Points. 

New Orleans, July ©6—The cotton 
market was unsettled today, with a 
downward tendency the greater part of 
the time. Somewhat improved weath- 
er conditions in the eastern belt, the 
forecast which promised less rain, and 
more favorable weekly weather and 
crop reports than expected stimulated 
@ general selling movement of mod- 
erate proportions, which, after a short 
period of steadiness around the middle 
of the morning’ session, weighed 
against values. The close was near the 
lowest levels of the day, a net loss of 
7 to 9 points. 

In the early trading there was a loss 
of 5 points on less rain in the eastern 
belt and beneficial showers in Texas. 
This was first notice day for August 
and the absence of anything like large 
tenders was a steadying influence on 
which the market recovered and went 
to a level 3 to 4 points over yester- 
day's close.

Remarks. 

Summary of weather and crop condi- 
tions in the cotton belt for the week 
ending July 25, 1916: 

Washington. July 26.—Cotton im- 
proved during the week in the western 
and northern cotton states In western 
Florida and on the highlands in Ala- 
bama it was damaged by rain. From 
Louisiana eastward to South Carolina, 
especially in the lowlands, cotton is 
growing weedy, and in these sections 
there are complaints of sehedding and 
some rust and increasing damage by 
weevils. Picking and ginning’ early 
planted cotton are under way in Texas. 
Rain its needed in places in the north- 
west. Rain is needed in the southwest 
corn states. Corn has been much bene- 
fited by warm weather in the eastern 
states. The weather has been favor- 
able for harvesting hay and grain and 
threshing in most central sections. 
Spring wheat has been unfavorably af- 
fected by high temperatures. Tobacco, 
sugar cane, sugar beets and most truck 
crops, sweet potatoes and most fruit 
favorably affected by the weather ex- 
cept in the southeast.—Marvin. 
Synopsis of weather and crop conditions 
in Georgia for the week ending Tuesday, 
July 265, 1916: 

The cool, cloudy, rainy weather that has 
continued to prevail in most of Georgia 
during the week was generally detrimental, 
and a period of warm, dry weather is much 
needed. Cotton is growing too rank or 
weedy, is not fruiting well and is shedding 
bolls in many sections. It is opening in the 
extreme southern portion of the state and 
the first bale of Georgia cotton was put on 
the market on July 22. It must be remem- 
bered, however, with respect to cotton, that 
the crop was in excellent condition up to 
the beginning of July, and abundant pre- 
cipitation in July and August generally 
means a big cotton crop. Old corn is fine, 
but young corn !s not doing so well. Sweet 
potatoes are doing fairly well, but are turn- 
ing yellow in places. Grass and field peas 
are very luxuriant, but there Is some loss on 
account of inability to cut and cure. 
Peaches and melons are suffering consider- 
ably from decay: shipments of peaches are 
beginning to diminish. Crops are grassy in 
many counties and need cultivation,

HUGE FRENCH LOAN 


SAGS STOCK LIST 


Market Fails to Respond to 
Remarkable Showing by 
Steel Corporation and Oth- 
er Bullish Arguments. 


New York, July 26.—Wall street's 
apparent indifference today to the re- 
cord-breaking earnings and extra div- 


idend of the United States Steel cor- 
poration and other highly favorable 
portents was a source of surprise to 
trades and financial interests gener- 
ally. Sheel rose a full point in the first 
few minutes, relinquished for more 
than its gain before noon and closed 
at 864%, a net: gain of % point. 

Other leading stocks were if any- 
thing less responsive to constructive 
factors, rails in particular making fur- 
ther declines. On the surface it would 
seem that much of the day’s depres- 
sion was brought about by the short 
interest, whose technical position has 
been strengthened by recurrent fears 
of foreign iiquidation and the lack of 
public investment inquiry. 

Heavy offerings of the new French 
5 per cént notes recently negotiated 
by American bankers was another in- 
fluence making for added _ restraint.

RAINS DAMAGE COTTON 
IN THE EASTERN BELT 


But the Plant Improved in the 
' Western Part of the 
Belt. 


Washington, July 26-—Cotton’ im- 
proved in the western part of the belt 
during the week but was damaged in 
eastern sections, 
and crop bulletin today announced. 
Summarizing conditions for the week 
which ended yesterday the bulletin 
Says: 

“The frequent and continued rains 
were generally unfavorable for cotton 
over much of the district from the low- 
er Mississippi valley eastward to 
South Carolina, especially in the low- 
lands. There is complaint of shedding 
in parts of South Carolina, Georgia, 
western Florida, Alabama and Missis- 
sippi. The crop is not fruiting well in 
Georgia and it deteriorated material- 
ly in South Carolina. The fields are 
grassy in much of the central and east- 
ern section. Boll weevil have increas- 
ed in much of this district, although 
they are less numeroue in Texas. 

“The crop is in excellent condition 
east of the Suwanee river in Florida, 
however; ijt made an improvement over 
last week in the highlands of Alabama; 


made fair progress in North Carolina; | 


is generally very promising in Ten- 
nessee and northwestern Mississippi. 
The weather was favorable for the — 
in Arkansas, except on some of the hill 
lands, where rain is needed; it is 
blooming and there is a fine prospect 


Tin Oklahoma, although some eections 


need rain; it is doing well and opening 
rapidly in Texas, and the crop is in 
good conditions in most sections of 
Louisiana, Picking and ginning of the 
early planted is under way in Texas, 
and the first bale was marketed in 
Georgia on July 22.”

In Tennessee cultivation is needed, but 
the growth is reported to be very sat- 
isfactory.

Every 
day brings us that much closer to new crop 
movement and we will enter the marketing 
of that crop with American mills over- 
bought and eliminating Germany and Aus- 
tria, Europe will have a normal supply. Of 
course, war conditions are abnormal. When 
the war first started the banking world 
seemed to fear that Europe would drain us 
of gold and now the fear seems that we 
will be deluged with gold. Cotton, both be- 
cause of war and because of the size of the 
crop, went to ridiculously low levels. At the 
end of another twelve months Europe was 
carrying a record stock of cotton, although 
a great deal of this cotton was started 
abroad with the idea of slipping it to Ger- 
many through Italy or the Netherlands 
Germany doubtless got some of this cotton, 
but the huge stocks have served to be drawn 
upon throughout the year. Liverpool stock 
and afloat will approximate 650,000 to 700,- 
000 bales on August 31. ast year it is true 
the figures were about 1,200,000 but this was 
abnormal. In 1914 it was about 660,000, in 
1913 375,000, in 1912, 668,000, in 1 al, 
about 360,000, while in 1910 and in 1908 
the figures were under the 400,000 mark. 
Excepting, therefore, August 1, 1916, and Au- 
gust 1, 1909, we find no year when England 
was better stocked than now. This is true 
of Havre and also true of other continental 
ports, except Germany. We are willing to 
grant these continued rains are damaging, 
but even though the rains alone cost one 
million bales of cotton, we must provide a 
demand large enough to take care of the 
supply that will be left. Some curious re- 
sult of war money may be the basis of 
withholding 50 per cent of the movement 
of the first ten million bales that come 
along. If so, prices will not decline. In 
our opinion present levels are not inviting 
until a good portion of the new crop has 
passed into consumption.

tions in eastern Texas and October ad- 
vanced to 13.23 and December 13.898, 
or 4 to 6 points higher than last night. 
This level was sustained up to mid- 
day, when selling induced by the week- 
ly report caused a decline of a dozen 

ints. It was contended that the lat- 
er disclosed nothing new in the crop 
situation in any part of the belt and 
that its reference to unfavorable con- 
ditions was mild in contrast to many 
of the private reports in circulation 
this week. 

The fact that the market had become 
pretty well evened up as the result of 
previous advances this week, made it 
particularly sensitive to anything fa- 
vorable in the weather line and when 
private messages in the afternoon men- 
tioned rains at a number of points in 
Texas, there was a good deal of pres- 
sure put on the market both at New 
Orleans and here on the belief that if 
a general rain develops in the south- 
west now it will go tar towards assur- 
ing a good crop in that section. 

The disposition to consider damage 
news from the southeast exaggerated 
was more noticeable today than here- 
tofore, especially in the light of the 
weekly report, and some advices said 
that an average crop could easily be 
produced there with seasonable weath- 
er trom now on, notwithstanding the 
floods which had been most destruc- 
tive in the lowlands, where compar- 
atively little cotton was planted. Liv- 
erpool was irregular, closing % point 
higher to % lower, after firmness ear- 
lier in the session. At the close. here, 
October was quoted 13.09 and January 
13.32, or bottom for the day.

New Orleans Sags 7 to 9 Points. 

New Orleans, July @6.—The cotton 
merket was unsettled today, with a 
downward tendency the greater part of 
the time. Somewhat improved weath- 
er conditions in the eastern belt, the 
forecast which promised less rain, and 
more favorable weekly weather and 
crop reports than expected stimulated 
@ general selling movement of mod- 
erate proportions, which, after a short 
period of steadiness around the middle 
of the morning session, weighed 
against values. The close was near the 
lowest levels of the day, a net loss of 
7 to 9 points. 

In the early trading there was a loss 
of 5 points on less rain in the eastern 
belt and beneficial showers in Texas. 
This was first notice day for August 
and the absence of anything like large 
tenders was a steadying influence on 
which the market recovered and went 
to a level 3 to 4 points over vyester- 
day‘s close. So far as could be learn- 
ed, notices for only 400 bales of Au- 
gust deliveries were issued. They were

Remarks. 

Summary of weather and crop condi- 
tions in the cotton belt for the week 
ending July 25, 1916: 

Washington. July 26.—Cotton im- 
proved during the week in the western 
and northern cotton states In western 
Florida and on the highlands in Ala- 
bama it was damaged by rain. From 
Louisiana eastward to South Carolina, 
especially in the lowlands, cotton is 
growing weedy, and in these sections 
there are complaints of ehedding and 
some rust and increasing damage by 
weevils. Picking and ginning early 
planted cotton are under way in Texas. 
Rain is needed in places in the north- 
west. Rain is needed in the southwest 
corn states. Corn has been much bene- 
fited by warm weather in the eastern 
states. The weather has been favor- 
able for harvesting hay and grain and 
threshing in most central sections. 
Spring wheat has been unfavorably af- 
fected by high temperatures. Tobacco, 
sugar cane, sugar beets and most truck 
crops, sweet potatoes and most fruit 
favorably affected by the weather ex- 
cept in the southeast.—Marvin. 
Synopsis of weather and crop conditions 
in Georgia for the week ending Tuesday, 
July 26, 1916: 

The cool, cloudy, rainy weather that has 
continued to prevail in most of Georgta 
during the week was generally detrimental, 
and a period of warm, dry weather is much 
needed. Cotton is growing too rank or 
weedy, is not fruiting well and is shedding 
bolls in many sections. It is opening in the 
extreme southern portion of the state and 
the first bale of Georgia cotton was put on 
the market on July 22. It must be remem- 
bered. however, with respect to cotton, that 
the crop was in excellent condition up to 
the beginning of July, and abundant pre- 
cipitation in July and August generally 
means a big cotton crop. Old corn is fine, 
but young corn !s not doing so well. Sweet 
potatoes are doing fairly well, but are turn- 
ing yellow in places. Grass and field peas 
are very luxuriant, but there Is some loss on 
account of inability to cut and cure. 
Peaches and melons are suffering consider- 
ably from decay; shipments of peaches are 
beginning to diminish. Crops are grassy in 
many counties and need cultivation.

SAGS STOCK LIST 


Market Fails to Respond to 
Remarkable Showing by 
Steel Corporation and Oth- 
er Bullish Arguments. 


New York, July 26.—Wall street's 
apparent indifference today to the re- 
cord-breaking earnings and extra div- 
idend of the United States Steel cor- 
poration and other highly favorable 
portents was a source of surprise to 
trades and financial interests gener- 
ally. Sheel rose a full point in the first 
few minutes, relinquished for more 
than its gain before noon and closed 
at 86%, a net gain of % point. 

Other leading stocks were if any- 
thing less responsive to constructive 
factors, rails in particular making fur- 
ther declines. On the surface it would 
seem that much of the day’s depres- 
sion was brought about by the short 
interest, whose technical position has 
been strengthened by recurrent fears 
of foreign liquidation and the lack of 
public investment inquiry. 

Heavy offerings of the new French 
5 per cent notes recently negotiated 
by American bankers was another in- 
fluence making for added restraint. 
Sales of this issue for the day ap 
proximated the large sum of $2,400,900, 
practically all at ys, the suvscription 
price. Anglo-French 5s were relative- 
iy steady at the prevailing level. 

Lowest prices were registered in the 
morning, the list making variable but 
inconclusive recoveries in the final 
hour, mainly in consequence of short 
covering. United States Industrial Al- 
cohol and Mexican Petroleum, among 
the weakest features of the morning, 
regained much of their loss, with some 
motors and munitions. Rails continued 
backward, however, with Steel. 

Resumption of dividends on the com- 
mon stock of the Pressed Steel Car 
company offered additional proof of 
the prosperous condition of the vari- 
ous equipment concerns. Steel trade 
authorities, reviewing that industry, 
referred to the hef&vy tonnage and 
large purchases yet to be made in this 
country by Europe. 

The sole feature of the exchange 
market was the further shading of 
marks. Sterling and francs were steady 
but dull, Another small export of 
gold to Cuba was reported. 

Speculative bond issues were slight- 
ly lower, with total sales (par value) 
of $4,655,000.

Every 
day brings us that much closer to new crop 
movement and we will enter the marketing 
of that crop with American mills over- 
bought and eliminating Germany and Aus- 
tria, Europe will have a normal supply. Of 
course, war conditions are abnormal. When 
the war first started the banking world 
seemed to fear that Europe would drain us 
of gold and now the fear seems that we 
will be deluged with gold. Cotton, both be- 
cause of war and because of the size of the 
crop, went to ridiculously low levels. 
end of another twelve months Europe was 
carrying a record stock of cotton, although 
a great deal of this cotton was started 
abroad with the idea of slipping it to Ger- 
many through Italy or the Netheriands, 
Germany doubtless got some of this cotton, 
but the huge stocks have served to be drawn 
upon throughout the year. Liverpool stock 
and afloat will approximate 650,000 to 700,- 
000 bales on August 31. ast year it is true 
the figures were about 1,200,000 but this was 
abnormal. In 1914 it was about 660,000, in 
1913 375,000, in 1912, 668,000, in 14,1, 
about 360,000, while in 1910 and in 1908 
the figures were under the 400,000 mark. 
Excepting, therefore, August 1, 1915, and Au- 
gust 1, 1909, we find no year when England 
was better stocked than now. This is true 
of Havre and also true of other continental 
ports, except Germany. We are willing to 
grant these continued rains are damaging, 
but even though the rains alone cost one 
million bales of cotton, we must provide a 
demand large enough to take care of the 
supply that will be left. Some curious re- 
suit of war money may be the basis of 
withholding 50 per cent of the movement 
of the first ten million bales that come 
along.
